| who are taken have relations in affluent cir- 
cumſtances, then frequently ſome one or 
other of theſe rich relations advances the rat = 
ſom price, and ſends it to that Barbary ſtate 
where his relations are enſlaved to purchaſe 


their liberty; for the ſlates of Barbary are 


willing to releaſe their Chriſtian ſlaves,” pro-
